HEALTH CARE FOR MILITARY MEMBERS AND THEIR DEPENDENTS 


The Department of Defense (DoD) of the United States of America and the Ministry of 
Defense of Georgia, hereby agree to extend the Agreement between the DoD of the United States 
of America and the Ministry of Defense of Georgia Concerning Health Care for Military 
Members and Their Dependents, signed on February 7, 2008, and on February 21, 2008, and 
which entered into force on February 21, 2008, hereinafter referred to as the "Agreement." 

The Agreement, as extended, shall remain in force through February 28, 2014, unless 
terminated by either Party by giving at least ninety (90) days written notice to the other Party. 

This Extension shall enter into force upon the date of the last signature.
